passes furnished him over forty rail- 
roads and the Pullman Sleeping Car 
Co He said Saturday that all the 
head men of the American Railroad 
union have annual passes, and de- 
clared that there is only one railroad, 
the Lake .Shore & Michigan Southern, 
over which he cannot get one Ihe 
late John Newell, president of the 
Lake Shore road, he said, was an in- 
veterate foe of the pass business, and 
the road has not changed in its objec- 
tion to passes even sujce the death of 
its president. 


Mr Howard gave as a reason for the 


furnishing of passes to him that if the 
railroad companies did not furnish 
them the switchmen, brakemen anc 
other employes would have to pu 
their hands in their pockets to pay fo 
the railroad trips of Mr. Howard. « 
other words, the railroad companie 
are not only considerate but benevo- 
lent. Mr. Howard said this was not 
the only reason he had annual passes 
He boasted of the great esteem in 
which he is held by the heads of big 
railroad companies throughout 
the 


country, and named several, among 
them being the presidents of some of 
the roads that suffered damage during 
the strike. He named Mr Wickes, vice- 
president of the Pullman company, as 
one who would give him indorsements 
of irreproachable character. 


Mr Wickes said yesterday it was 


customary to issue passes to the heads 
of organizations of railroad men. 
"Mr. Howard first received his pass," 
said Mr. Wickes, "when he was at the 
head of the conductors' organization. 
It has been renewed yearly since. 
The trouble is all over now, and there 
is no reason why we would be unchar- 
itable.
